appropriations is represented by gov- 
ernment obligations deposited in a 
reserve 
fund, 
which

amounts to about $750,000,000. A 
loan basis to certificate holders was 
established equal to 90 per cent of 
the reserve value of the certificates, 
such loans now in the sixth year be- 
ing authorized to 22J per cent of the 
"face value." 


When the Bonus act was passed it 


was upon the explicit understanding 
of the congress that the matter was 
closed and the government would 
not be called upon to make subse- 
quent enlargements. If is now pro- 
posed to enlarge the loan rate to 
50 per cent of the "face value," at a 
low rate of interest, thus imposing 
a potential cash outlay upoa the gov- 
ernment of about $1,700,000,000, if 
all veterans apply for loans, less 
about $330,000,000 already loaned. 
According to the 
administrator of 


veterans' affairs, the probable num- 
ber who will avail themselves of the 
privilege under "this bill require ap- 
proximately $1,000,000. There'-not be-' 
ing a penny in the treasury to meet 
such a 'demand, the government 
must borrow this sum through the, 
sale of the-reserve^fund securities 
together with further issues or we 
must need impose futher taxation. 
• The sole appeal made 'or the re- 
opening of the Bonus act is the 
claim that funds from the national 
treasury should be provided to vet- 
erans in distress as the result of 
the drought and buLiness depres- 
sion. There are veterans unemploy- 
ed and in need today In commoi, 
with many 'others of our 
people. 


These, like the others, are being pro- 
vided the basic necessities of life by 
the devoted committees in those 
parts of the country affected by 
the, depression, or drought. The gov- 
ernments and many employers are 
giving preference to veterans in, em- 
ployment. - Their welfare is,, and 
should be a matter of concern to 
our people. Inquir - indicates, 'that 
such care is being given throughout- 
the country, and- it also indicates 
that O number of veterans in need 
of such relief is a minor percentage 
of the whole. 


"Relief Over-stressed 


The utility of this legislation as 


relief to- those in distress is far less 
than has been disclosed. .The popu- 
lar assumption, has been that as the 
certificates average $1,000 then each 
veteran can obtain $500 by way»of 
a loan. But this is only an avfer- 
age, and more than one-half will .re- 
ceive less than this amount. In fact 
over 800,000 men wfl* be able 
to 


borrow less than $200 and of these 
over 200,0.00 will be able to borrow 
only an average • of $75. Further- 
more there are 
100,000 
veterans 


whose certificates have been issued 
recently who under the' proposed 
law will have no loan privilege until 
their certificates are two years old. 
It is therefore urgent in any event 
that local committees continue relief 
to% veterans, 
but this legislation 


would lead such local committees 
and employers to assume that these 
veterans hav.e been provided for by 
the federal treasury and thereby 
threatens them with ' greater hard- 
ships than^before. 


The breach of fundamental prin- 


ciple in this proposal is the require- 
ment of the federal government to 
provide an enormous sum of money 
to a vast majority who are able to 
care for themselves and who are 
caring for themselves. 


Among those who would receive 


the proposed benefits are included 
387,000 veterans and 400,000 depend- 
ents, who are already receiving 
some degree of allowance or support 
from the federal government. But 
in addition to these, it provides equal 
benefits for scores of thousands of 
others who are in. the income-tax 
paying class and lor scores of thou- 
sands who are holding secure posi- 
tions in the federal, state and local 
governments and in every profession 
and industry. I know that most of 
theso men do not seek 
these 


privileges, they have no desire to be 
presented to the American people 
as benefiting by a. burden put up- 
on tho whole people and I have 
many manifestations from veterans 
on whom the times —re bearing hard- 
ly that they do not ."want to be repre- 
sented to our people as a group sub- 
stituting special privilege for the 
idealism and patriotism they nave 
rejoiced in offering to their country 
through their servicc-

the first to oppose a policy of gov- 
ernment assistance to veterans who' 
have property and means to support 
themselves, for service men are as 
devoted to the welfare of our coun- 
try in peace as in war and as clearly 
foresee the future dangers of em- 
barking on such' a policy. It could 
but create resentments which would 
ultimately react against those who 
should be given care. 


It is argued that the distribution 


of the hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars proposed by this bill would sti- 
mulate business generally. "We can 
not further the restoration of pros- 
perity by borrowing from some of 
our people, pledging the credit of 
all the people, to loan to some of our, 
people who are not in need of the 
money. If the exercise of these 
rights were" limited to expenditure 
upon necessities only, there would 
be no stimulation to business. The 
theory of stimulation is based upon 
the anticipation of wasteful expen- 
diture. It can-be of no assistance 
in the return of real prosperity. 


If this argument of proponents is 


correct, we would make jgovern- 
ments loans to the whole people. 


Would Increase Cost 
! 


It is represented'that this measure, 


merely provides loans against a fu- 
ture obligation and that, therefore it 
will cost the American people noth 
ing. That is an incomplete statement. 
A cost at once arises to the people 
when instead of proceeding by an- 
nual appropriation^the government is 
forced to secure e Huge sum by bor> 
i-owmg or otherwise, especially in 
the circumstances ft' today when we 
are compelled in the midst'of depres- 
sion, to make other large borrowings 
to cover deficits and-refunding oper- 
ations. An increased rate of interest 
which the government must pay 
upon all long-term issues- is inexit 
able. It imposes an additional bur- 
den of interest on th~ people which 
will extend through the whole term 
of such loans. Some cost arises to 
the people through the tendency to 
increase the interest rates which ev- 
ery state and municipality must as 
the rate which industry and business 


ay. There is a cost to some-one 


through the retardation of the speed 
of recovery of employment when 
government borrowings divert the 
savings of the.people from their use 
by constructive industry and 
com- 


merce.-It imposes a great charge 
upon" the individual who losses such 
increased employment or continues 
unemployed. To the. veteran this is 
a double loss. " 


"When he has consumed the value 


of his certificate and has, also lost 
the opportunity or greater earnings. 
There is a greater cost than all this: 
It is a step toward government aid 
to those who can help themselves. 
These direct or indirect burdens fall 
upon the people as ,t whole. 


Need Tax Reduction 


The need of our people today is a 


decrease in the burden of taxes and 
unemployment, yet they (who in- 
clude the veterans) are being stead- 
ily forced toward higher tax levels 
and lessened employment" by such 
acts as tliis. "We must not forget the 
millions of hardworking families in 
our country who are striving to i-iy 
the debts which they have incurred 
in acquiring homes and farms in en- 
deavor to build protection for their 
future. They, in the last analysis, 
must bear the burden of increasing 
government aid and taxes. It is not 
the rich "who suffer. When rsve take 
employment and taxes from our 
people it is the poor who suffer. 


There is a very serious phase of 


this matter for the "wives and chil- 
dren of veterans and to the future 
security of veterans themselves. Each 
of these certificates is an endow- 
ment insurance policy. Any moneys 
advanced against them, together 
with its interest, will be automatical- 
ly deducted from the value of the 
certificates in case of death or upon 
maturity. 


Jso one "will deny that under the 


pressures or allurmenls of the mo- 
ment, many will borrow against 
these certificates for other than ab- 
solutely necessary purposes. The loss 
to many families means the destruc- 
tion of the one safeguard at their 
most critical time- It can not be con- 
tended that the interests of the fam- 
ilies ot our country are conserved by 
either cashing- or borrowing upon 
their 15fe insurance policies.

'Physical education, in the sense that 


bodily development keeps pace with-; 
mental growth, is -accorded its proper 
place in -the ideal college program in - 
the report of the special committee ap- 
pointed to the study of conditions, of * 
athletics, at Lawrence college. This 
committee emphatically, declares that 
the-department of physical education, 
should be given the same rank and 
status as the other departments lead- 
ing to academic degrees. 


The committee in making this re- 


1 port, however/is only echoing "the def- 


inite policy of President Wriston. In 
his conception of the place of athletics 
in the collegiate system he has placed 
at least equal emphasis upon the phy- 
sical development of the individual stu- 
dent as upon purely inter-collegiate 
competitive sports. This attitude, we 
believe, reflects the modern" trend of 


- education and is in conformity with 


the ideas of most persons who have 
given thought to the matter. 


Inter-collegiate athletic competition, 


we believe, should be incidental to and 
not the principal"end of the j>hysicar_ 
education program of a-schqol. While 
inter-collegiate sports have a definite 
value as an advertising medium and 
serve as an outlet for the natural ex- 
uberance of collegiate youth, they are 
of little consequence in-the educational 
scheme as, compared with a systematic 
physical training M which all the stu- 
dents participate; 


The over-emphasis that has been 


placed upon inter-collegiate sports, 
especially football, by the great schools 
of the country is bound to result in 
a reaction. ' Already the impression has 
gone forth that the time .and effort ex- 
pended in training football teams, build- 
ing stadiums and conducting the busi- 
ness affairs.^of these great athletic ven- 
tures is at-the expense of other and 
more important-phases of obtaining an 
education. In the long run those 
schools which maintain a~sane athletic 
policy, in which the emphasis is'upon 
physical training for all the students 
rather than upon athletic glory for a 
few will be the beneficiaries of public 
opinion and support. 


Lawrence college, in maintaining a 


program for athletic competition with- 
schools of its own class and in placing 
its program of physical education upon 
a basis comparable with the other de- 
partments of the school, is pursuing 
the proper course. While this may re-' 
suit "in some criticism from those who 
evaluate a college on Its athletic record, 
it has the approval of most persons in- 
terested in higher education. What is 
now being done at Lawrence soon will 
be the practice of all the worthwhile 
schools of the country.

States total to ninth place 10 years 
later with 3 5 per cent of the coun- 
try's total capacity. 


"Wisconsin's record 
for the 
10 


years fluctuated s/omewhat, goin? 
as high as sixth once but never low- 
er than ninth 
place. Its record 


shows it in sixth place In 1924 with 
4.4 per cent of the total; seventh in 
1925 
with 4.1 per cent; eighth in 


1926 and 1927 with 4 per cent each 
year; eighth in- 192S with 3 9 per 
cent; ninth in 1929 with 3.8 per cent. 
eighth In 1930 -s\ith 3.7 per cent; and 
ninth In 1931 with 3 5 per cent. 


On Jan. I, 1931, there were 177 wa- 


ter power plants of more than 100 
horsepower in Wisconsin, with a 
total capacity of 519,277 horsepower.' 
This is the largest number of plants 
and the greatest horsepower capac- 
ity of any of the five states classes 
as East North Centarl. The oth^r 
states in the group -with Wisconsin 
are Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Michi- 
gan.

Attractive Gardens 


Tlio successful business man builds 


up his program of endeavor for a 
nc\v jcar on the experiences of the 
year before. A check-up of records 
reveals the pitfalls to be avoided, and 
again brings to his attention thoso 
previous efforts \vhlch have proved 
so valuable and- which It -will be 
worth while to continue. 


Gardening efforts can be checked

stock" of the previous year's garden 
work that Improvements and addi- 
tions can bo made to contribute their 
fullest measure of beauty and com- 
fort to the outdoor living room.

How about the 
flower borders' 


Did the color etouptngs work out

Make, a, checkup now so the harm- 
ony of the border will not be marred 
again this year. 


Take stock of the shrub plantings 


and notice where plants have out- 
grown the space alfotted them and 
have begun to crowd their neigh- 
bors. Perhaps some of the shrubs 
are not doing very -well and are des- 
troying the unity of the border by 
their backward growth. It may be 
that thev are not adapted to that 
position and would do better else- 
where, so they should bo transfer- 
red' and other varieties more suited 
to that location substituted. 


-\s jou take an inventory of the 


•rtirub plantings also notice whether 
tlio plants aro placed In proper rela- 
tion to their ultimate size and height. 
If tall varieties are hiding a smaller 
growing: plant, or a dwarf shrub Is 
planted where a taller kind would 
carry out the design more effectively, 
plan now to make such changes this 
sprint;. 


If the dignity and balance of your 


garden plan is to be preserved, it 
will be impossible to grow all at once 
the many fine flowers*and beautiful 
plants you enjoy. Therefore, as you 
take stock of your home grounds 
you -will find that new plantings and 
rearrangements should really bo a 


part of your gardening program each 
year. 


Add These Desirable Shrubs 


Among the shrubs there are sev- 


eral charming newcomers which will 
bring a note o£ distinction to your 
garden. Viburnum carles! Is covered 
with an abundance of 
rich green 


foliage throughout the season, but 
it is chosen most often for its de- 
lightful perfume that carries far on 
the soft spring air. When in bloom, 
the shrub is a. mass of white, de- 
licately shaded with pink. 


Korean Spirea (Splrea trichocarpa) 


is a broad spreading, compact bush 
that bears large clusters of clear 
white flowers. This new introduction 
is particularly effective for founda- 
tion plantings. 


Another interesting shrub whose 


golden blossoms in November bright- 
en tho wintry garden is the "Witch 
Hazel. The handsomest of the fam- 
ily Is the 
Chinese variety (Ham- 


amehs mollis) which gives Interest- 
ing winter color to the outdoor liv- 
ing room, and in fall its dull blue- 
green leaves turn to pale yellow. Its 
Japanese cousin (Hamamelia Japon-

Other attractive shrubs which add 


a touch of the unusual to the gar- 
den are Corkbark Euonymus (Eu- 
onymus alatus, which has peculiar 
corky bark and bears interesting red 
and orange berries, and the new 
Chinese introduction called Beauty 
Bush (Kolkwitaia amabalis), a. grace- 
ful shrub with clear pink flowers. 
As you take stoclc of your garden 
make note of the places where some 
of these newer varieties may be In- 
cluded. 


Check On Arrangement 


No matter how beautiful the flow- 


ers, or luxuriant the foliage, if they 
have not been placed in artistic ar- 
rangement their real beauty and ap- 
peal is lost. As you take stock of 
tho plants also take note of the 
design of your garden. Garden de- 
sign consists of the proper relation- 
ship between the outdoor living room 
arid- the roms indoors: the skillful 
distribution of masses; tho thought- 
ful placing of interesting features, 
and the harmonious arrangement of 
flowers to create the most pleasing 
color effects. Perhaps it might be 
an improvement to change the posi- 
tion of an entire bed or border, or 
widen the walks, or add variety to 
the border by planting a few itow- 
ering trees or somo evergreens. 


Whatever tho changes that yon 


wish to make, or the additions yon 
ar« eager to incorporate, don't pre- 
tend to yourself that you can remem- 
ber them all until planting- time 
come.

The layers 
are 
"varves," 
the 


geological namo for thin 
annual 


earth deposits laid 
down rnany 


thousand years ago by the glaciers. 
The reader is Prof. A. K. Douglas, 
director of Steward observatory of 
the. University of Arizona. 


In one of the most amazing feats 


of modern science Douglass discov- 
ered a method of three ring reading 
that identifies trees which 
were 


growing 
when the pyramids were 


building,.that tells the dates of con- 
structing prehistoric wooden houses 
of the American 
southwest, that 


identifies • even the drought years of 
past ages. 
. 
' 


Now he proposes to apply 
this 


method to the varves. He has spent 
much time studying these deposits 
with their discoverer the famous 
Swedish Professor de Geer. 


Water mejting from the glaciers 


in summer 
deppsited a layer of 


sand and dirt. In winter this de- 
posit stopped; 
Very .hot seasons 


left their finger marks in the form 
of extra • deep deposits. 
Through 


thousands of years these successive 
layers were each season buried more 
deeply, pressed flat and hard, but 
as distinguishable as are three rings, 
permanent leaves'of history for who- 
ever finds the key to their meaning. 


-Properly treated the varves- are 


as distinctive as Tiger's stripes. De 
Geer has counted 17,000 of them. 
The problem is to learn the date- of 
one of the' layers in a varve. After 
that all the other years can .. be 
identified in that deposit like count- 
ing the rungs of a ladder. 


"Dr. D'ouglass tree ring discoveries 


offer the :dating method.- .'It is bas- 


ed on sun-spot'. cycles .and • the lean 
and thick succession < of growth go- 
Ing with dry and wet years. • The 
sun-spot'cycles swing from wet to 
dry years and'show-plainly in. tree 
rings. A few geologists-have found 
records of similar cycles in varves. 


The . Douglass method 
identifies 


sun-spot' cycles—not all of them— 
but certain of these weather fluc- 
tuations have left combinations of 
fat and-lean growths'as distinctive 
as a code.. 
. 
, 
. • 


No two of these codes appear to 


be the same. If once an identified 
date can be pirmed upon 
one of 


these , varve codes, this key year 
may be used anywhere in the1 north- 
ern hemisphere, even to connecting 
dates of prehistoric 'America with 
Europe. 
• 


The difficulty of finding this'Iden- 


tification' is no. more preposterous 
than was the .apparently' wild pro- 
ject that Dr. Douglass started upon 
when'he began'the now 'successful 
tree ring studies. At that time lack- 
ing sufficient astronomical instru- 
ments, he turned'to the trees to' 
study sun-spots.

SAYS 


O f f i c i a l of Observatory 


Stresses Value of 


Visit-to U. S. 


BY FREDERICK H. SEARES 


-(Assistant director of the Carne- 


gie Institution of "Washington Mount 
"Wilson observatory, at which Albert 
Einstein has been studying new re- 
velations about the universe.) 


Pasadena, Calif. — (/?)— The ques- 


tion- has been put to me-or what the 
visit of Albert Einstein means to us. 


In a sense, scientific investigation 


is a game. The physicist must assem- 
ble his protons and electrons in a 
•world—not any world, but one which 
has the properties of the physical 
•world about us. 


As witb. all games, there are rules. 


Some of these are predetermined, for 
example the fundamental rules of 
thinking. Others we choose for our- 
selves, and in this choice we have 
astonishing freedom. If I wish to 
arrange a shuffled pack of cards 
in sequences according to the four 
suits,-you know the scores of soli- 
taire games, each with, its own set 
of rules, by which this may be done. 
_'But it is not obvious that the 
game of world building may be play- 
ed in more than one way. It remain- 
ed for Einstein to show us that such 
Is the case, and that if we judicious- 
ly change the rules we may still win 
:fairly, with, a 
greatly .increased 


score. 


Rules are Revise^ 


As a matter of fact we have un- 


consciously been revising the rules 
of; the game ever since men began 
to think in a scientific way; but we 
" didn't realize it until Einstein, drove 
It home-in a way that could not be 
•.ignored. 
Thus with our jiotion of space. It 


may seem, to you queer that space, 
which probably you think of as an 
empty void, should have anything 
"to-" do with, rules. But the space of 
physics' and astronomy is not the 
empty void which separates objects 
from each other. 
. The physicist- never .thinks of 
space apart-from objects .within it; 
.in, his mind is always the idea of the 
distance of these- objects from each 
'other.'."When he says that space has 
certain, properties he Is not. talking 
about the void,.but-only, about, how 
lie ."makes measurements -. to "find 
•what--these distances are. .. - 


But,you ask, is he not obliged to 


"measure, distance in a definite way? 
..The answer s, no. H© i-iay measure 
in any way be likes, along what we 
call a straight line, for example; or, 
if'lie finds reason for so doing, he 
' may measure along some curve con- 
necting two objects and_ call the re- 
sult distance. 


= The physicist's space Is "therefore 
essentially a-set of rules for meas- 
•Tirement, Those "used until Einstein 
suggested a change were unconscious- 
ly adopted by Euclid two thousand 
years ago.- Until less than a century 
ago' 310 one realized that by accept- 
ing one of- Euclid's "postulates we 
' liad- committed ourselves to making 
measurements -in, a definite way, or 
that measurements could be made in 
any other way.
